This Summary of Claimed Subject Matter is submitted in an appeal from an Office 
Action dated January 3, 2006, in which claims 15-17 and 19-30 were finally rejected. 

This Summary of Claimed Subject Matter is submitted in response to the Notice of 
Non-Compliant Appeal Brief mailed on March 19, 2008, which indicated that the Supplemental 
Appeal Brief filed on June 7, 2007 was non-compliant with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. 
41.37(c)(l)(v) for failing to refer to the specification by page and line number in the concise 
explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal. 
This Summary of Claimed Subject Matter includes references to the specification by page and line 
number. Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that this Summary of Claimed Subject Matter is 
compliant with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. 41.37(c)(1). 



solely due to appellant 5 s failure to provide a summary of the claimed subject matter as required by 37

paper accordingly includes only a summary of the claimed subject matter (with references to the 
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specification by page and line number), as required by 37 C.F.R. 41 .37(c)(l)(v), and does not include 
the other sections of the brief. 

Summary of Claimed Subject Matter 

The present invention is a tape roll (20) that includes a central tape roll axis and a 
length of tape (22) circumferentially wound around the axis. The inward- facing side (26) of the tape 
is at least partially covered with pressure sensitive adhesive. See specification at page 5, line 30 - 
page 6, line 6. The tape roll also includes a tab (32) having an inward-facing side (38) that has a 
portion covered with pressure sensitive adhesive. See specification at page 7, lines 16-28. The 
adhesive portion of the inward-facing side of the tab is adhered to the outward-facing side (24) of the 
tape on a penultimate layer of the roll, so that the trailing end (34) of the tape overlays the tab 
between its ends. See, e.g., FIG. 3a; see specification at page 9, line 20 - page 10, line 25. ; 

Independent claim 15 recites a tape roll comprising: 

- a central tape roll axis, 

- a length of tape (22) comprising a leading end, a trailing end (34) opposite the 
leading end, a first side (outward-facing side 24), and a second side (inward- facing side 26) opposite 
the first side, wherein the second side (26) of the tape is at least partially covered with pressure 
sensitive adhesive, and wherein the tape is circumferentially wound about the axis until a plurality of 
adjacent tape layers are wound, and 

- a tab (32) having first and second opposite ends, a first side (outward-facing side 
36), and a second side (inward- facing side 38) opposite the first side, wherein at least a portion (42) 
of the second side of the tab is covered with pressure sensitive adhesive, 

- wherein the adhesive portion (42) of the second side (38) of the tab (32) is adhered 
to the first side (24) of the tape (22) on a penultimate layer of the roll so that the trailing end (34) of 
the tape overlays the tab (32) between the first and second ends of the tab. See, e.g., FIG. 3a; see 
specification at page 7, lines 16-28 and page 9, line 20 - page 10, line 25. 
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Dependent claim 16 recites the tape roll of claim 15, wherein the second side (38) of 
the tab (32) comprises: 

- a non-adhesive portion (40) having first and second ends, the first end of the non- 
adhesive portion coinciding with the first end of the tab, and 

- the adhesive portion (42) of the second side (38) of the tab having first and second 
ends, the first end of the adhesive portion being located adjacent to the second end of the non- 
adhesive portion, and the second end of the adhesive portion coinciding with the second end of the 
tab. See FIG. 3a; see specification at page 7, lines 16-28. 
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
